Little change 
with school 
enrollment 

The recent enrollment 
spikes that have increased 
the student population at 
Gallatin County Schools 
in recent years may be 
flattening out. 

Superintendent of 
Schools Dorothy Perkins 
reports preliminary fig¬ 
ures show there are only 
two more students en¬ 
rolled in the school sys¬ 
tem this year than last. 
There are a total of 1,628 
students enrolled in kin¬ 
dergarten through 12th 
grade. There are 1,700 
students in the school 
system if you include the 
preschool and Head Start 
programs. 

The high school has 
gained 24 students while 
the lower elementary is 
down 14 students, the up¬ 
per elementary is down 9 
students and the middle 
school has gained one stu¬ 
dent. 


With more than 100 job 
seekers attending and 10 
businesses taking appli¬ 
cations, the county’s first 
“Job Fair” last Thursday 
was judged a big success 
by Judge/executive Ken 
McFarland. 

The highlight of the af¬ 
ternoon came when Tim 
Odom, C.E.O. of Odom 
Industries, announced he 
hoped to soon open a fac¬ 
tory in the county. Odom 
and his wife have a home 
in Gallatin County but his 
corporate headquarters 
are in Milford, Ohio. His 
company, which has been 
in business for over 100 
years, designs and fabri¬ 
cates heavy metal parts 
for a variety of industries. 

Odom didn’t say how 
many people his Galla¬ 
tin County plant would 
employ or give specifics 
about his plans for a facil¬ 
ity in the county. 

After the meeting, Mc¬ 
Farland said he would 
work with Odom to make 
sure he saw everything 
the county had to offer. 
He also said there had 
been no promises of fi¬ 
nancial incentives that 
some companies have re¬ 
ceived to locate or expand 
operations here. 

The Job Fair was a joint 
effort between Gallatin 
County and the Northern 
Kentucky Area Develop¬ 
ment District (NKADD) 
to help those in need of 
employment find it. 


Doug Beard from 
NKADD told job seek¬ 
ers how to make a good 
impression in interviews. 
He also offered tips on 
filling out resumes and 
applications. He said job 
seekers should be careful 
about sharing informa¬ 
tion that could damage 
their reputation on social 
media websites such as 
Facebook. 

“One of the first places 
human resources people 
look these days is Face- 
book,” Beard said. “If you 
want to get hired, make 
sure there’s nothing on 
your page or any of your 
friends’ pages that could 
hurt you. 

Larry and Judy Oliver 
from the Gallatin County 
Public Library explained 
the library had many re¬ 
sources to help people 
find employment. They 
offered to set up appoint¬ 
ments with anyone who 
needed help with applica¬ 
tions or who wanted ad¬ 
vice for the interview pro¬ 
cess. They also said the 
library provides comput¬ 
ers and computer training 
for those who need to fill 
out on-line applications.

These babies taught me some lessons

When I awoke Friday morning, I 
didn’t know much about babies. Al¬ 
though people tell me I used to be one, 
it’s hard to imagine I ever spent my 
days sleeping, spitting up on myself 
and wearing diapers. 

By the time I went to bed that night, 
however, I knew much more about 
newborns. That’s because I was asked 
to bring my camera and record the first 
hours of a very special pair of twins, 
Koree and Nicholas Thompson. Their 


mom, Kaycee Thompson, is a well- 
known and popular science teacher at 
Gallatin County High School and their 
father is a valued employee at North 
American Stainless. 

The first thing I learned is that babies, 
especially right before they’re born, 
make people nervous. Very nervous. 
Grandmother paced the hospital halls, 
dad dressed up like an astronaut so he 
could enter the delivery room, and doc¬ 
tors cracked jokes in a vain attempt to 
bring calm to the situation. 

That all changed once the baby, or in 
this case babies, were on the way. All be¬ 
came quiet as relatives and friends wait¬ 
ed for news. It reminded me of the time 
my father and I sat nervously around the 
television in July, 1969, hoping to see 
Neil Armstrong’s space capsule land 
safely on the moon. 


The mood changed, however, when 
word arrived that all was well with 
mom and her newborns. People cheered, 
hugged, kissed and acted like the ball 
dropped on Times Square at New Year’s 
Eve. 

Not long after the twins took their 
first breaths, they were dressed to meet 
the world: Koree in her special pink pa¬ 
jamas and matching hat and Nicholas 
similarly attired in blue. That’s when I 
learned something else about babies. 

They make adult women forget the 
English language. 

“Oh, Oh, Oh, Oh the wittle bittie ba¬ 
bies are soooooooooo cute,” one relative 
cooed in a high-pitched voice. “I just 
wanna luv on ‘em!” 

Next, I learned people love to hold 
babies. There weren’t enough babies to 
go around that afternoon. Nicholas and 


Koree were more welcome in the laps 
in that hospital room than blankets are 
in laps at freezing December football 
games. 

As I look back, I’m amazed at all 
I learned. I found out babies have per¬ 
sonalities even when they’re just a few 
hours old: Koree seemed happy while 
Nicholas was thoughtful. I also learned 
like many adults, babies get testy when 
they’re hungry, smile when they’re 
happy and close their eyes and sleep 
when there’s nothing much else to do. 

It was clear, the twins have wonder¬ 
ful parents who will provide everything 
they’ll need to grow up healthy, intel¬ 
ligent and strong. 

When I left the hospital, I realized 
one other thing: I have a lot more to 
learn and I’m looking forward to Koree 
and Nicholas teaching it to me.

Fairness'can be hazardous to health and wealth

“Fairness” is a term thrown 
around this campaign season 
more than a football at a Cards 
vs. Cats game. 

President Obama has even 
made it the centerpiece of his 
reelection effort, using rhetoric 
filled “fairness” but precious 
little “freedom.” 

One of his standard lines calls 
for “an economy where everyone 
gets a fair shot” and “everyone 
does their fair share.” 

My question: what makes a 
government edict fair or unfair? 

Is it “fair” to Kentucky citi¬ 
zens for Gov. Steve Beshear to 
accept $67 million from Wash¬ 
ington to set up a government- 
run health exchange without leg¬ 
islators’ consent? 

Is it “fair” to Americans for 
Obamacare to be marketed as 
the “Patient Protection and Af¬ 
fordable Care Act” when it will 
not protect the most vulnerable 
among us, and makes health care 
for responsible Americans less 
affordable? 

Is it “fair” to force everyone 
in Kentucky to buy health insur¬ 
ance at a price that cannot be in¬ 
fluenced by either existing health 
or personal lifestyle choices? 

To some, this may seem intui¬ 
tively fair — especially to those 
chronically ill patients unable to 
pay for their own care. 

But for Obamacare propo¬ 
nents, such “fairness” should be 
decided willy-nilly on a case-by- 
case basis. 

They claim it’s “fair” to imple¬ 
ment policies that are “unfair” to 
healthy Americans who neither 
need nor want such high-cost 
coverage. Instead, this coverage 
is forced upon them to subsidize 
those who, in many cases, have 
made irresponsible decisions 
that have resulted in their current 


predicament. 

Is it “fair” that healthy behavior 
is punished for the sake of making 
unhealthy choices less costly to the 
individual? 

Don’t we want just the oppo¬ 
site? 

When it comes to pollution, 
many environmentalists point to 
Kentucky’s coal industry as one 
of the culprits infringing on social 
equity. They hail the Environmen¬ 
tal Protection Agency as a bastion 
of fairness to keep the common¬ 
wealth’s ecosystems and public 
lands from being polluted. 

But what’s “fair” for the radi¬ 
cal greenies may be completely 
“unfair” for the Appalachian com¬ 
munities throughout Kentucky that 
rely on the black rock for economic 
well-being. 

Consider the jobs drawn to Ken¬ 
tucky by the aluminum, steel and 
automotive industries because of 
low energy rates due to Kentucky 
coal. 

How is it “fair” for the costs and 
benefits of Kentucky coal to be de¬ 
termined by unelected bureaucrats 
in far-off Washington D.C. when 
the effects of our energy sector are 


felt right here at home? 

Who gets to determine what’s 
“fair” when it comes to tax poli¬ 
cies? 

Apparently, one percent of 
Americans holding 40 percent of 
the national wealth is “unfair,” but 
expropriating this group’s legally 
acquired property for the sake of 
equity isn’t. Just how did the Oc¬ 
cupy Protestors calibrate their mor¬ 
al compass to arrive at that gonzo 
conclusion? Am I the only one lost 
here? 

There’s an assumption that if 
we raise taxes on the “wealthy,” 
the only consequence will be more 
money flowing into government 
coffers. 

But such “fair” policies reduce 
economic activity, which, in turn, 
reduce the amount of money avail¬ 
able for government coffers. 

Some want to raise taxes anyway, 
claiming they ensure “equity.” 

That seems “unfair” to me. And 
why shouldn’t my understanding 
of “fairness” count just as much as 
anyone else’s?

Big Bone Lick named historic site 
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The Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Parks announced 
today a new name for Big 
Bone Lick State Park. The 
new name will be Big Bone 
Lick State Historic Site. 

Parks Commissioner 
Elaine Walker said the name 
change came about to rec¬ 
ognize the historical impor¬ 
tance of the park in Boone 
County. 

“Big Bone Lick is known 
as the birthplace of Ameri¬ 
can vertebrate paleontology 
and scientists regularly visit 
here and make use of the 
historic items found here,” 
Walker said. “Meriwether 
Lewis, William Clark and 
Thomas Jefferson had roles 
in the history of this area 


and items from this site have 
been studied and distributed 
around the world.” 

Big Bone Lick has its ori¬ 
gins steeped in prehistoric 
events. 

Ancient creatures like 
the mammoth, mastodon, 
ground sloth and bison once 
roamed through mineral 
springs and swamps now 
grassy plains covered with 
trees and shrubs. The re¬ 
mains of those animals have 
been the subject of numerous 
studies, books and research 
projects. 

The park was also des¬ 
ignated by the Department 
of the Interior as a National 
Natural Landmark in 2009. 
The park was also designat¬ 


ed by the Department of the 
Interior as a National Regis¬ 
ter Archaeological District. 

Big Bone Lick State His¬ 
toric Site’s indoor-outdoor 
museum has collections of 
bones from ancient creatures 
once attracted to the mineral 
springs of the area. On the 
grounds are life-size replicas 
of mastodons and bison, and 
a live bison herd. 

The park also has pic¬ 
nic areas, sports fields and 
a 62-site campground with 
electricity, grills, water, re¬ 
strooms, showers, a pool 
and small grocery. For more
